“most remarkable game of poker ever played in 
Ayashington was between a party of United 
Ptate senators at an up-town hotel Thursday 
night. The players were Senators Quay and 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, Farwell, of Lilinois, 
‘Hlon. Dave Littler, ex-Pacific railroad. com- 
‘missioner, of Lilinois, and ex-Senator Sewell, 
of New Jersey. It was a $10 limit game and 
there had been three raises before the draw, 
when all the players went outexcept Senators 
Cameron and Farwell. Mr. Cameron stood 
“pat,”’ and Mr. Farwell drew the cards. Then 
the fun began. The sympathy of the party 

‘was with Senator Cameron, aS Senator Far- 

qrell is recognized as one of the best poker 
players in Washington. Indeed, he has the 

yeputatation of never having come out of a 

game loser. The remainder of the story is 

told by a witness in this wise: 

“Whon Mr. Farwell saw Mr. Cameron stand 
‘pat’ he at once concluded that he was binff- 
ing, and he started in to eatch him. It was 
Mr. Cameron’s bet, and he went the limit. 
Mr. Farwell saw him and Don bet him again. 
Each saw that the other meant business then, 
‘and they settled down to work in earnest. 
Mr. Cameron continued to bet and Mr. Far- 
well continued to raise him until the process 
had been repeated by each of them ten times.’’ 

FARWELL HAD FOUR ACES. 

“Then Mr. Farwell became compassionate 
and dropping his cards, said: 
® “ ‘See here, Don, I don’t want to carry this 
thing any further. Ihavea hand here that 
ds simply invincible, and itis foolish for you 
to buck against it. I don’t wan’t to bet fur- 
ther ona sure thing. RememberI drew two 
cards.’ “Then the playersall looked eagerly 
tou Mr. Cameron to see what he would do. Don 
has great nerve and told Mr. Farwell to go 
ahead, and play his hand for all it was worth, 
but Mr. Farwell would not take advantage of 
his colleague, and with the7remark that he did 
not want to rob a man, he said: “I call you,’ 
and carelessly threw down on the table four 
aces. 

“The gentlemen of the party who had been 
in suspense all this time drew a sigh of relief, 
and turned sympathizingly to Mr. Cameron.”’

“Don did not need theirsympathy, however, 
for he quietly spread out before the astonished 
gaze of Mr. Farwell, a straight diamond flush, 
seven spot high. Mr. Farwell’s only remark 
was: “ ‘Well, I’ll be damned,” and Mr. Cam- 
eron drew in the pot, which contained a little 
more than $300.” , 

FRYING THE FAT OUT OF THEM. 

The republican committee, it has leaked out 
from republicans high in the councils of 
the party, has already raised a gigantic corrup- 
tion fund for use in the next presidential cam- 
paign.

In this itis believed a)most a million dollars 
from the ill-gotten gains of manufacturers, 
have been covered into the republican treas- 
ury, to be used to corrupt voters in the coming 
congressional elections and the next presiden- 
tial campaign. 

The election of ex-Speaker Carlisle to the 
United States senate has given rise to consid- 
erable talk today as to who will be his succes- 
sor in the house, and as to who will be the 
next speaker in the eyent the democrats get 
the next house. 

JUDGE CRISP THE COMING MAN. 

Judge Crisp is the man whose name is on 
everyone’s lips. He isthe man the majority 
of the democrats want and it is highly proba- 
ble he will be the next speaker. Of course 
there will be other candidates, and many of 
them, and it is just possible a combination 
might be formed by which Crisp. can be - de- 
feated. However, as matters now stand, if a 
vote was taken at once, Judge Crisp would be 
elected by a two-thirds majority of the demo- 
cratic caucus. Today a score or more of mem- 
bers went to Mr. Crisp and said now that Mr, 
Carlisle is out they wouldjvete for him for 
speaker. 

As to the leadership of the present minority, 
it is not probable that any leader will be 
formally selected. Mr. Mills will continue to 
lead on the tariff, but the main fight of the 
Sessicn comes up on a national election law 
bill. Mr. Crisp will be the man who will lead 
the democratic forcesin the great fight that 
must be made. Indeed, in all figlttsof a vigor- 
ous nature Crisp will be put forward. 

SECRETARY BLAINE TO RESIGN. 

Mr. Blaine will resign from Harrison's cabi- 
netin less than three months. At least that 
is what many of his friends believe. His res- 
ignation will, however, not be on account of 
any dissatisfaction with the president, but on 
account of his rapidly failing health. 

During the past two months his health has 
been failing very rapidly, and now he looks 
ten years older than he did before the many 
recent troubles in his family. Indeod, Mr. 
Blaine’s health seems entirely broken. He is 
thin, while lis face appears entirely - colorless, 
and there is a nervousness about his frame 
Which shows that he is agingrapidly. Indeed, 
Mr. Blaine’s friends do not believe that he is 
long for this world, and as for a presidential 
candidate in '92, that is ont of the question. 
Indeed his friends will be surprised if the 
£reatest of republican statesman is alive a3 
that time.

MR. WILSON WILL TAKE A HAND. 

The exciting battle in the house last night 
between Representatives Payne and Bynum, 
which closed with the imposition of a partisan 
censure upon the latter will be resumed as 
s00u as the flag goes up over the house tomor- 
row morning.

The general opinion among democrats, how- 
ever, is that last night’s proceedings should be 
referred to tomorrow in terms which cannot 
be misunderstood. It should be shown 
to the countro that it was 
simply a scheme engineered by Speaker Reed 
in order to retaliate upon Mr. Bynum for-his 
vigorous denunciation of the gag rules of the 
autocratic speaker. Mr. Wilson is directly 
interested, as the Campbell letter attacked he 
and Mr. Bynum together. No man in con- 
gress can be more parliamentary and more 
seathing at the same time than he, and there 
is going te be a day of fun for the democrats 
tomorrow. It is their time now.

WORK FOR THE WEEK. 


Silver Will Occupy the Attention of the Sen- 
ate—The Tariff in the House. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—-Silver will be the 
principal topic of discussion in the senate 
again this week. Senator Stewart has given 
notice of his purpose to address the senate on 
this subject Wednesday. Addresses in me- 
moriam of the late Representative W. D. 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, will be delivered 
Tuesday afternoon, and Saturday will be de- 
yoted to the calendar. These are the only 
probabie interruptions of silver debate. 

The naval appropriation bill will, it is ex- 
pected, be reported early in the week, but it 
will not be called up for action until the silver 
question has been disposed of. If the finance 
cominittee can find a suitable opportunity the 
tariff bill will be taken up in committee for 
consideration, so that an early report may be 
made thereon to the senate, but as the mem- 
bers of that ecommittce are all, more or less, in- 
terested inthe silver debate, it is doubtful if 
any progress be made on the tariff bill until 
after the silver bill is out of the way. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

The first three days of the week in the house 
will witness the closing scenes in the tariff de- 
bate, which promises to become more animated 
as the end draws near. It is the present in- 
tention of the ways and means comittee to 
report the bill from the committee of the whole 
to the house on Wednesday, when yea and nay 
votes, depending in number upon the number 
of amendments made tothe bill, will be in 
order. ‘ The wool sections are to be subject of 
attack again in this way, and altogether the 
proceedings promise to consume  con- 
siderable time, unless special rule 
is. repoited from the committee on 
rules to hasten the conclusion. The elec- 
tions committee intends to call up the Ala- 
bama contested election case of McDuffie vs. 
Turpin immediately after the tariff bill is dis- 
posed of, and as the report of the committze 
in favor of the contestant involves the inver- 
sion of an apparent majority of eight thou- 
sand, a bitter resistance is apt to be devel- 
oped. Theriver and harbor people are also 
waiting the first opportunity to call up their 
appropriation bill, and get it through the 
house. 


CROPS IN NORTH CAROLINA,

Favornble Effect of the Weather on Cotton, 
Tobacco and Corn. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 18.—[Special.]—~—The 
weokly weather crop bulletin of the North 
Carolina expeviment station and the state 
weather service for this evening says the re- 
ports of correspondents show generally a very 
favorable effect of the weather on nearly all 
crops during the week. The tain-fall was 
about the average in most sections of 
the state, except local heavy rains_ in 
the eastern district, but, falling where 
rain was badly needed, it ‘has done 
much good. Ina few places which still need 
more rain, the soil notihaving been moistened 
to a sufticient depth, cotton germinates slowly. 
The temperature has been an average, except 
during the early part of the week. The nights 
were rather cool, on the whole, but typical May 
weather pravailed during the’week. Increasing 
warmth and sunshine are now needed for cot- 
ton. Farmers are busy, careful and sanguine. 
In the eastern district copious rains have fall- 
en, which, last week, were reported as needed 
badly. ‘Inthe central district cotton is re- 
ported up well with an excellent stand; in 
some places the finest obtained in many years. 
Corn is also doing remarkably well. The set- 
ting out of tobacco plants is progressing rather 
slow, it seems. In the western district 
weather has been splendid; not a single unfa- 
vorable report received. Cotton and corn are 
everywhere reported as doing well, and wheat 
in some places shows some improvement, 
though it seems certain the crop will be short, 
owing partly to injury caused by rust. 


Kolb Running Ahead. 

BirmincHam, Ala., May 18.—[{Special.]— 
The democratic primary election in this county 
yesterday was exciting, and a heavy vote was 
polled. Joseph F. Johnson for governer car- 
ries the county by .a large miajonsty- In the 
congressional race, R. J. Lowe carried the city 
by a good majority, but Representative Bank- 
head carries most ofthe county precincts. 
Lowe will carry thé county by @small niajor- 
ity. Fayette, Crenshaw, Tuscaloosa, Henry, 
Bibb and ‘probably Sumter counties; eiected 
delegates to the state convention instructed for 
Kolb for governor. Kolb also secured a por- 
tion ofthe. delegations from several other 
counties, and the returns last night indicated 
that he has almostif not quite enough votes 
to nominate him on the first ballot. In this, 
the sixth congressicnal district, Representative 
Bankhead carried Srmter and Tuscaloosa 
counties, which, with the delegates already in- 
structed for him, insures his nomination.

WHAT BISMAKCK SAID 


To the French J ourneiisk--The Ex-Chancel- 
lor Too Young to Be Inactive. 


PARIs, May 18.~The Matin publishes an ac- 
count of an interview had with the French 
journalist, Des-Soux, who reventiy spent a few 
days at Friedrichsuhe, and was entertained at 
dinner by, the ex-chance!lor. The conversation 
was. devoted principally te  pohiical 
reminiscences. Prince Bismarck. referred to 
his resignation as a first-class funeral, but 
added that he was quite alive still. He did 
not understand the French law compelling the 
retirement from public service at sixty or 
sixty-five years of age, He had been forced to 
retire ‘at seventy, ‘but he was too 
young to do nothing. He was 
accustomed to politics, and now felt the lack 
of pelitical business. His resignation was ab- 
solutely final. He defended himself against 
the charge of barbarity in ‘having caused the 
bombardinent of Paris. He declared that 
Germany would never attack France or pro- 
voke France to attack her. Germany well 
understood that Russia would intervene to pro- 
tect I’rance if attacked, just as Germany 
would aid Austria if Russia attacked her. He 
professed high admiration for President Car- 
not, M. DeF reycinct and M. Constan.

Russian Military Maneuvers, 


VIENNA, May 18.—Russian maneuvers on 
the eastern frontierare to’be held in August, 
and will last three weeks. Troops will “be 
drawn from Poland, Lithuania, Odessa, Clar- 
koff and Moscow, and will be commanded by 
Genera's Gourko and Dragomiroff who will be 
designated for high commands in the event 
of war.

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EXPLOSION AT A FIRE. 


THE CALAMITY [THAT BEFEL W4- 
VANA YESTERDAY. 


TWENTY-TV) PERSONS KILLED 


| And Over One ‘Hundred Wounded by the 
Explosion of Gunpowder at the 
Burning of a Store-House. 


Havana, May 18.—At 11 o'clock last night 
fire broke out.in Ysasi’s hardware store. Ina 
short «time the flames reached a barrel of 
powder in the building, and a terrific explo- 
‘sion followed. The whole structure was blown 
to pieces and twenty-two persons killed. 
Among the dead ate four fire chiefs, “Senors 
Musset Zenicoviech, Oscar Conill, Francesco 
Ordenéz and the Venezuelan consul, Senor 
Francesco Silva, who happened to be in front 
of the building at the time of the explosion. In 
addition to the killed, over 100 persons were in- 
jured. The explosion caused the wildest ex- 
citement throughout the city, and thousands 
flocked to the scéne of the disaster. The 
gevernor-general, civil governor and all the 
principal authorities of the city were promptly 
on the ground and did everything in their 
power to aid the injured and calm the grief- 
stricken relatives of the victims. Several 
houses adjacent to. the wrecked building were 
damaged by the explosion. | 

Gangs of men are at work on the debris. 
Many human limbs have been taken from the 
ruins. Relatives of the missing persons sup- 
posed to be in the ruins are thered on the 
spot, and as the bodies are brought out the 
scenes are most distressing. The conduct of 
the authorities is a subject of universal praise. 
The hignest officials have incurred personal 
risk in conducting the search for the dead; and 
have offered the use of their own carriages to 
convey theinjured tothe hospitals. Ysasi, pro- 

rietor of the wrecked hardware store, has 

een arrested. Overthe theaters and cham- 
ber of commerce, and many other buildings, 
flags are hanging at half-mast. Everywhere 
are signs of mourping. Up to the present 
time the number of dead is thirty-four. 


THREE MEN KILLED 


By the Explosion of a Locomotive Roiler 


on a Tennessee Railroad. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 18.—[Special.]4-A 
freight train running between Danville and 
Erin, Tennessee, was wrecked late Fri lay 
afternoon by the explosion of the engine 
boiler, and three men were killed. The. train 
was running down grade at tho rate of twenty- 
five miles an hotr when the accident occurred. 
The engine was thrown from the track and 
the pieces half ouried in an embankment, 
and five cars loaded with merchandise were 
demolished, and the engineer, fireman and 
brakeman were killed. Their names were 
Matt Conners, engineer; George Stull, fire- 
man, and Jack Wheatley, brakeman. They 
resided at Erin, where the bodies were taken. 
Engineer Conners was for a number of years 
in charge of the important work of engineer 
on the ‘Lennessee Ridge. George Stull was 
about twenty-four years of age; was reared 
near Edgefield, and has been in the emjfoy of 
the company for four or five years. — Jack 
Wheatley was'a young man and married, as 
‘as Engineer Conners, while Stull had no 
amily. When the engine blew up the mon 
were thrown high into the air, and Stull’s 
head was blown completely off.

* ‘HE BREAKER BURNED. 


And Now the Mine is on Fire—Seffeoeation of 
Mules. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa., May 18.—Neilson shaft is 
on fire, having caught from the burning tim- 
bers of the breaker destroyed last Friday night. 
The lewer levels are filled with gas. Twenty- 
five mules at the bottom are dead, and nine- 
teen on thetop levels will probably be suf- 
focated. 

At 10 o’clock p. m. the fire in Neilson shaft 
had assumed a serious aspect. Fire is known 
to be in No. 12 vein ata depth of 1,000 feet, 
but its extent cannot be determined, as no one 
can visit that level and return alive. Smoke 
and foul air was noticed issuing from the air 
course of No. 12 level at 4 fp. The nine- 
teen mules which w@e in the 
7) foot level fare dead. The break r 
fire destroyed the boilers and ore 
fan. Today steam facilitics were obtained 
anda fan started to ventilate the mine, but 
failed to drive out the gas in the upper level. 
The mine is making gas fast, and serious ex- 
plostons will occur, if it reaches the fire. 

Late tonight it was decided to turn Carbon 
Run creck in the shaft and drown out the fire. 
It will take thirty-six howrs to turn the creek, 
aud.if the fire isin the locality which the mine 
foreman thinks itis, it will be three or four 
days before the @vater will reach the fire. The 
gas and fire is so dangerous that every precau- 
tion is being taken to prevent the loss of life.

On the morning 
of the 15th, according to Captain Cranmer, 
the vessel filled and became unmanageable, 
and towards 9 o’clock the crew left her and 
were picked up by the schooner F. B. Miller.

Mr. Work Appreciates the Value of His 
Property in the Central City—Tom 
W oolfolk’s Razor—Other News. 


Macon, Ga.,. May 18,—[Special.]—Mr, 

“George F. Work, of Philadelphia, the chief 

owner of the Macon street railway and gas 

and water plants, left last night for home, 

. after spending nearly a week in this city look- 

ing after his interests. It is not known when 
he wii! return again. 

He has left orders for certain improvements 
to be made in his pene here, and they will 
be done immediately. The railway lines will 
be extended and the water capacity enlarged, 
as already stated in THE CONSTITUTION. 

Itis generally known that the Progress 
Land, Loan and Improvement company de- 


sired to purchase Mr. Work’s railway 
interests in Macon, and 2 commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. George T. 


Harris, W.G. Solomon and J. Dannenberg, 
has held conferences on the subject during 
the past week, but nothing was done as Mr. 
Work’s prices were beyond the price desired 
to be given by the company. Mr. Work told 
the committee he did not care to sell unless he 
could make a handsome profit, and that he 
thought he appreciated the value of the 
railways more than the Progress company did, 
and that he considered the future possibility of 
Macon even greater than the committee may 
possibly conceive. The comunittee insisted 
on a price being named, and Mr. Work, so it 
is reported, placed his figures in the neighbor- 
hood of $275,000. This blocked the Progress 
company out. 

Mr. Work gave $75,000 for the horse line 
about a year ago, and since then he has con- 
verted a part of it into an electric line at acost 
ofg about $25,000. He gave $50,000 for the 
dummy line, sohis investment in the rail- 
way property that the Progress company de- 
sired to purchase represents about $150,000. A 
profit on this of $100,000 or $125,000 cannot be 
considered exorbitant, in view of the 
great increase in traveling patronage 
and the rapid growth of the city in the 
present and the near future. When Mr. Work 
was pricing to the committee, he looked into 
the future. 

It is understood that Mr. Work has issued 
$250,000 in bonds on the street electric and 
horse railway, and $100,000 in bonds on the 
dummy road, but he has not sold or floated 


these bonds, and has simply  hypothe- 
eated about $50,000 or $60,000 of 
them for borrowed money, to be 
returned at a certain time. When 


in Macon Mr. Work exhibited certificates of 
stock which showed him to be three-fourths 
owner individually of the railways in the city, 
and he also demonstrated to the would-be 
buyers of the bonds that he could produce at 
any time al! the bonds of the railway lines. 

Mr. Werk says the recent bank compli- 
cations in Philadelphia have not thrown him 
flat on his back, no, not by a good deal.

“vices. After the usual preliminary exercises 
‘#his morning, Dr. Talmage preached on “The 
‘Old Fight to be Settled,” from ‘the text: 


“4Whatsoever ye would that men should do to 


“gon, do ye even so to them.”’ (Matt. 7:12.) 
"Following is the sermon in fall: 

Two hundred and fifty thousand laborers in 
Hyde park, London, and the streets of Ameri- 
‘em and European cities filled with proces- 
‘gions of workmen carrying banners, brings the 
‘gidject of labor and capital to the front. That 
afi this was done in peace, and that as a result 
‘in many places, arbitration has taken place, is 
a hopeful sign. 

The greatest war the world has ever seen is 
between capital and labor. The strife is not 


. Jike that which in history is called the Thirty 


Years’ War, for it isa war of centuries, it is a 
war of the five continents, it is a war hemi- 
spheric. The middie ciasses in this country, 
upon whom the hation has depended for hold- 
ing the balance of power and for acting as 
miediators between the two extremes, are dim- 
inishing; aud if things go on at the same ratio 
as they have for the last twenty years been 
going on, it will not be very long before there 


_ will be no middle class in this country, but all 


will be very rich or very poor, princes or 
paupers, and the country will be. given up to 
palaces and hovels. 

The antagonistic forces have again and aga 
closed in upon each other. You may pooh- 
pooh it; you may say that this trouble, like an 
angry child, will cry itself to sleep; you may 
belittle it by calling it Fourierism, or social- 
ism, or St. Simonism, or nihilism, or commun- 
ism, but that will net hinder the fact that it is 
the mightiest, the darkest, the most terrific 
threat of this century. Most of the attempts 
at pacification have been dead failures, and 
monopoly is more arrogant, and the trades 

“Give us more wages,” 
‘You shall have less,’”’ say 
‘‘Compel us to-do fewer hours 
‘You shall teil more 
leurs,’ say the others. ‘“‘Then, under 
certain conditions, we will not work 
atall,”’ say these. ‘‘Then you shall starve,” 
say those, and the workmen, gradually using 
up that which they accumulated in better 
times, unless there be some radical change, we 
shall have soon in this country three million 
lungry men and women. Now, three million 
hungry people cannot be kept quiet. All the 
enactments of legislature and all the constabu- 
laries of the cities, and all the army and navy 
of the United States cannot Keep three million 
What then? Will this 
war between capital and labor be settled by 
human wisdom? Never. The brow of the 
one becomes more rigid, the fist of the~other 
more clinched. 

But that which human _ wisdom cannot 
achieve will be accomplished by Christianity 
if it be given full sway. You have heard of 
medicines so powerful that one drop would 
stop a discase and restore a patient; and I 
have to tell you’ that one drop of my text 
properly administered will stop all these woes 
of society and give canvalescence and complete 
health toall classes. ‘‘Whatseever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even so to 
theim.”’ 

I shal) first show you this morning how this 
controversy between monopoly and hard work 
earinoet be stopped, and then I will show you 
how this controversy will be settled. 

Futile remedies. In the first place there will 
come no pacifieation to this trouble through an 
outery against rich men merely because they 
arerich. There isno laboring man on earth 
that would not be rich if he could-be. Some- 
times through a fortunate invention, or 
through some accident of prosperity, a man 
who had nothing comes to large estate, and we 
see him arrogant and supercilious, and taking 
people by the throat just as other people took 
liim by the throat. ‘There is something very 
mean about human nature whenit comes to 
the top. Butitisno more asin to be rich 
than itisasin tobe poor. There are those 
whohave gathered a great estate through 
fraud, and then there are millionaires who 
have gathered their fortunes’ through 
foresight in regard to changes’ in 
the inarkets, and through brilliant business 
faculty, and every dollar of their estate is as 
hignest as the dollar which the plumber gets 
ih meadipg a pipe, or the mason gets for 
building a wall. ‘There are those who keep in 
poverty because of their own fault. They 
might have been well off, but they smoked or 
chewed up their earnings, or they lived beyond 
their means, while others on the same wages 
and on the same salaries went on to compe- 
tency. I know a man who is ail the time com- 
plaining of his poverty and crying out against 
rich men, while he hi:iself keeps two dogs, 
and chews and smokes, and is filled tothe chin 
with whisky and beer! 

Micawber said to David Coppertield **Cop- 
pertield, my boy, one pound income, twenty 
shillings and sixpence expenses; result, mis- 
ery. Lut, Copperfield, my boy, one pound in- 
come, expenses nineteen shillings and six- 
pence; result, happiness.’”’ And there are 
vast multitudes of people who are kept poor 
because they are the victims of their own im- 
providence. It is no sin to be rich, and it is 
nO sin to be poor. I protest against this ont- 
cry which I hear against those -who, through 
economy and self-denial and assiduity, have 
come to large fortune. This bombardment of 
commercial success will never stop this con- 
troversy between capital and labor. 

Neither will the contest be settled by cyni- 
cal and unsympathetic treatment of the labor- 
ing classes. There are those who speak of 
them as though they were only cattle or 
draught-horses. Their nerves are nothing, 
their domestic comfort is nothing, their happi- 
ness is nothing. They have no moresympathy 
for them than a hound has for ‘a hare, or a 
hawk for a hen, or atiger for a calf. When 
Jean Valjean, the greatest hero of Victor 
Hugo’s writings, after a life of suffering and 
brave endurance, goes into incarceration and 
death, they clap the bcok shut and say, “Good 
for him!’’ They stamp their feet with indig- 
Ration and say just the opposite of 
“Save tho working’ classes.” — They 
have all their sympathies with Shylock, and 
not with Antonio and Portia. They aré pluto- 
¢rats and their feelings are infernal. They 
are filled with irritation and irascibility on 
this subje¢t. To stop this awful imbroglio be- 
tween capital and labor they will lift not so 
mucii as the tip ends of the little finger. 

Neither will there be any pacification of 
this angry controversy through violence. 
God never blessed murder. Blow up to- 
morrow the country-seats on the banks 
of the Hudson, and all the fine houses on 
Madison square, and Brooklyn heights, and 
Brooklyn hill, and Rittenhouse square, and 
Beacon street, and all the bricks and timber 
and stone will just fall back on the bare head 
of American labor, The worst enemies.of the 
working-classes in the United States and Ire- 
land are their demented co-adjutors. A few 
years ago assassination—the assassination of 

ord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke, in 
Phonix park, Dublin, Ireland, in the attempt 
to avenge the wrongs of Ireland=—only turned 
away from that atilicted people millions of 
sympathizers. The attempt to blow np the 
house of conmmons, in London, had only this 
effect: to throw cut of employment tens of 
thousands of innccent Irish people in England. 

In this country the torch put to the factories 
that have discharged hands for good or bad 
reason ; obsiructions on the rail-track in front 
of nidnight express trains because the offend- 
ers do noi like the president of the company ; 
Strikes on shipboard the hour they were going 
to sail, orin printing offices the hour the pa- 
per was to go to press, or in mines the day the 
coal was to be delivered, or on house scaffolda- 
ings so the builder fails in keeping his con- 
tract—cll these are only, a hard blow,on the 
head of American labor, and cripple its arms, 
and lame its feet, and pierce its heart/ As a 
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* Frederick the Great admired some land near 
his palace at Potsdam, and he resolved to get 
it. It was owned bya miller. He offered the 
miller three times the value of the property. 
The miller -would not take it, because 
was the old homestead, and he felt about it as 
Naboth felt about his vineyard when Ahab 
wanted it. Frederick the Great was a 
rough and terrible man, and. he ordered «the 
miller into his»~presence; and the king, with a 
stick in his handa stick with which he some- 
times struck his officers of state—said to this 
miller: ‘Now, I have offered you three times 
the value of that property, and if you won't 
sel} it I’l}take it anyhow.’’ The miller said, 
‘Your majesty, you won’t.”’  “Yes,’’ said the 
king, “I will take it.’ ‘Then,” said the 
miller, ‘if your majesty does take it, I will 
sue you in the chancery court.” At that 
threat Frederick the Great yielded his in- 
famous demand. And the most imperious 
outrages against the working-classes will yet 
cower before the law. Violence and contrary 
to the law will never accomplish anything, but 
= 4 emp and according to law will accom- 
plish it. 

Well, if this controversy between capital 
and labor cannot be settled by human wisdom, 
it is time for us te look somewhere else for re- 
lief, and it points from my text roseate and 
jubilant, and puts one hand onthe broadcloth 
shoulder of Capital,and puts the other hand 
on the homespun-covered shoulder of Toil, 
and says, with a voice that will grandly and 
gloriously settle this, and settle everything: 
**Whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them.”’ That is, the lady 
of the household will say: ‘I must treat the 
maid in the kitchen just as I would like to be 
treated if I were down-stairs” and it were 
my work to wash, and cook, and sweep, 
and it were the dtty of the maid 
in the kitchen to preside in this parlor."’ The 
maid in the kitchen must say: “If my em- 
ployer seems to be more prosperous than I, 
that is no fault of hers; I shall not treat her 
asanenemy. I willhavethe same industry 
and fidelity down stairs as I would expect 
from my subordinates, if I happened to. be the 
wife of a silk importer.’’ 

The owner of an iron mill, having taken a 
dose of my text before leaving homein the 
morning, will 50 into his foundry, and, passing 
into what is called the puddling-room, he will 
see a man there stripped to the waist, and be- 
sweated and exhausted with the labor and the 
toil, and he will say tohim: ‘‘Why, it seems 
to be very hotin here. Youlook very: much 
exhausted. I hear your child is sick with 
scarlet fever. If you want your wages a little 
earlier this week, so as to pay the nurse and 
get the medicines, just come into myo@flice 
any time.’’ 

After awhile, crash goes the money market, 
and there is no more demand for the articles 
manufactitrea in the iron mill, and the owner 
does not know wiint-to do. He says: ‘Shall 
I stop the mill, or shall I rum it on half time, 
or shall Icut down the men’s wagés?’” He 
walks the floor of his counting-room all day, 
hardly knowing what to do. oward evenin 
he calls all the laborers together. They stan 
all around, some with arms akimbo, some with 
folded arms, wondering what the bossis going to 
do now. The manufacturer says: ‘Men, 
business is bad; I don’t. make $20 where I 
used to make $100. Somehow, there is no de- 
mand now for what we manufacture, or but 
very little demand. You see, I am at vast ex- 
pense, and I have called you together this af- 
ternoon to see what you wouldadvise. Idon’t 
want to shut'up the mill, because that would 
force you out of work, and you have always 
been very faithful, and Ilike you, and you 
seem to Jike me, and the bairns must be looked 
after, and your wife will after awhile wanta 
new dress. I don’t Know what to do.”’ 

There is a dead halt fora minute or two, and 
then one of the workmen steps out from the 
ranks of his fellows, and says: ‘‘Boss, you have 
been very good to us, and when you prospered, 
we prospered, and now you are in a tight place, 
and I am sorry, and we have got tosympathize 
with you. I don’t know how the others. feel, 
but I propose that we take off two per cent 
from our wages, and that when the times get 
good you will remember us and raise them 
again.’”?” The workman looks around to his 
comrades and says: ‘‘Boys, what do you say 
tothis? Allin favor of my proposition will 
say ‘ay.””’ ‘“‘Ay! ay! ay!”’ shout 200 voices. 

But the mil-owner, getting in some new 
machinery, exposes himself very much, and 
takes cold, and it settles into pneumonia, and 
he dies. In the procession to the tomb are all 
the workmen, tears rolling down their cheecks, 
and off upon the ground; but an hour before 
the procession gets to the cemetery fhe wives 
and the children of those workmen are at the 
graye waiting for the arrival of the pageant. 
The minister of religion may have delivered 
an eloquent eulogium before they started from 
the house, but the most impressive things are 
said that day by the. working-classes standing 
around the tomb. 

That night in all the cabins of the working- 
people where they have family prayers, the 
widowhood and the orphanage in the mansion 
are remembered. No glaring populations look 
over the iron fence of the cemetery; but, 
hovering over the scene, the benediction of 
God and man is coming for the fulfillment of 
the Christ-like injunction, ‘*'Whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye even 
so to them.’’ 

“Oh,’’ says some man here, ‘‘that is all 
Utopian; that is apocryphal; that is impossi- 
ble.’”’ No, I cut ont of a paper this: “One of 
the pleasantest incidents recorded in a long 
time is reported from Sheffield, England. The 
wages of the men in the iron works at Shef- 
ficld are regulated by a board of arbitration, 
by whose decision both masters and men are 
bound. For some time past the iron and steel 
trade has been extremely unprofitable, and 
the employers cannot, without much loss, pay 
the wages fixed by the board, which neither 
emnployers nor employed have the power to 
change. To avoid this difficulty, the work- 
men in one of the largest steel works in Shief- 
tield hit upon a device as rare as it was gen- 
erous. They offered to work for their employers 
one week without any pay whatever. low 
much better that plan is than a strike would 
be.” 

But you go with me and I will show you— 
not so far off as Sheffield, England—factories, 
banking-hcuses, store-houses, and costly enter- 
prises where this Christ-like injunction of my 
texts fully kept, and you could no more gét 
tl employer to practice an injustice upon his 
men, or the men to conspire against the em- 
ployer, than you could get your right hand 
and your left hand, your right eye and your 


left eye, your right ear and your left ear, into | 


physiological antagonism. Now, where is this 
to begin? In our homes, in our stores, on our 
farms—not waiting for other people 
to do their duty. Is there a di- 
vergence now between the parlor and the 
kitchen? Then there is something wrong, 
eithér in the parlor cr the kitchen, perhaps in 
both. Are thé clerks in your store irate 
against the firm? Then there is something 
wrong; either behind the counter, or in the 
private office, or perhaps in both. 

The great want'of the world today is the 
fulfillment of this Christ-like injunction, that 
which he promulgated in His sermon Olivetic. 
All the politicaleconomists ander the archi- 
volt of the heavens in convention for a thou- 
sand years, connot settle this controversy be- 
tween monopoly and hard work, between capi- 
tal and Jaber.. During t he revolutionary war 
there was a heavy piece of. timber to be lifted, 
perhaps for sdme fortress, and a 
corporal was over seeing the work, and he was 
giving commands to some soldiers as they 
lifted: ‘“‘Heave away, there! yo heave!’’ 
Well, the timber was too heavy; they could 
net getitup. There was ee riding 
by on a horse, and he stopped and said to this 
corporal, ‘‘why don’t you help them lift ? 
That timber is too heavy for them to. lift.’’ 
“No,"’ he said, ‘I won’t; [ am a corporal,.’”’ 
The gentleman got off his horse 4nd came up 
to the place. ‘‘Now,’ he said to the soldiers, 
‘all together—-yo heave!”’ and the timber went, 
to its place. “Now,’’ said the gentleman to 
to the corporal, “When youn have a 
pieco of timber teo heavy for 
the men to list, and you want help, you send 
to your commander-in-chief.” It was Wash- 
ington! Now, thatis about all the gospel I 
know—the gospel of giving somebody a lift, a 
lift out of darkness, a lift out of earth into 
heaven. Thatis the gospel of helping some- 
body else to lift. 

“Oh,’’ says some wiseacre, ‘talk asyou will, 
tlie law of demand and supply will | 
thésethings until the end of time.”

Have you no idea of the coming of such 4 |. 
time? Then you do not believe the Bible.. 
All the Bibleis full of promises on this subject, ; 
and as the ages roll on the time will come’ 
when men of fortune will be giving larger. 
sums to humanitarian and evangelistic pur-. 
poses, and there will be more James Lenoxes, 
and Peter Coopers, and William E. Dodges 
and George Peabodys. As that time comes 
there will be more. parks, more picture- 
galleries, more gardens thrown open for the 
holiday people and the working classes. 

I was reading some time ago, in regard toa 
charge that had been made in England against 
Lambeth Palace, that it was exclusive; and 
that charge demonstrated the sublime fact 
that tothe grounds of that wealthy estate 
800 poor families had free s,and forty 
croquet companies, and on the half-day -holi- 
days 4,000 poor people recline onthe grass, 
walk through'the paths, and sit under the trees. 
That is gospel—gospel on the wing, gospel out- 
of-doors worth just as much asin-doors. That 
time is ap to come. . 

That is only a hint of what is going to be. 
The time is going to come when, if you have 
anything in your house worth looking at— 
pictures, pieces of sculpture—you are going to 
invite me to come and see it; you are going to 
invite my friends to come and see it, and you 
will say, “See what I have been blessed with! 
God has given me this, and, so far as enjoying 
it, itis yours also.’’ That is gospel. 

In crossing the Alleghany mountains, many 
years ago, the stage halted, and Henry Clay 
dismounted from the stage, and went out on a 
rock at the very verge of the cliff, and he stood 
there with his cloak wrap about him, and 
he seemed to be listening for something. Some 
one said to him, ‘‘What are you listening for?’’ 
Standing there, on the top of the mountain, he 
said: “I am listening to the tramp of the foot- 
steps of the coming millions of thiscontinent!’’ 
A sublime posture for an American states- 
man! You and I today stand on the 
mountain top ved ihr “pa and on the rock of

smiling poptiations, and the consecrated fort- 
unes, and the inntmerable prosperities of the 
closing nineteenth and the opening twentieth 
century. 

And now I have two words, one to capital- 
ists and the other to laboring men. 

The capitalists: Be your own executors. 
Make investments for eternity. Do not be 
like some capitalists I know who walk around 
among their employes with a supercilious air, 
or drive up to the factory in a manner which 
seems to indicate they are tlie autocrat of the 
universe with the sun and moon in their vest 
pockets, chiefly anxious when they go among 
laboring men not to be touched by the greas 
or smirched hand and have their broadclot 
injured. Bea Christian employer. Remem- 
ber, those who are under your charge are bone 
of your bone and flesh of your flesh, that 
Jesus Christ died for them and that they 
are immortal. Divide up your estates, or por- 
tions of them, fer the relief of the world, be- 
fore you leave it. Do not go out of the world 
like that man who died eight or ten years ago, 
leaving in his will twenty million doilars, yet | 
giving how much for the church of God? 
How much for the alleviation of human suf- 
fering? He gave some mony a little while 
before he died. That was well; but in all this 
will of twenty million dollars, how much? 
One million? No. Five hundred thousand ? 
No. One hundred dollars? No. Two cents? 
No. One cent? No. These great cities 
groaning in anguish, nations crying out for the 
bread of everlasting life. A man in a will 


ye to God! Itisa disgrace to our civiliza- 
ion. 

To laboring men: I congratulate you on 
your prospects. I congratulate you on the fact 
that you are getting your representatives at 
Albany, at Harrisburg, and at Washington. 
This will go on until you will have represen- 
tatives at all the headquarters, and you will 
have full justice. Mark that. I congratulate 
you also on the opportunities for your children. 

our children are going to have vast opportu- 
nities. I congratulate you that you have to 
work and that when you are dead your chil- 
dren will have to work. I congratulate you 
also on — opportunities of information. 4 
Plato paid one thousand three hundred dollars 
for two books. Jerome ruined himself finan- 
cially by buying one volume of Origen. What 
vast opportunies for intelligence for you and 
your children! A workingman goes along by 
the show-window of some great publishing 
house and sees a book that costs five dollars. 
He says: “I wish I could have that informa- 
tion; I wish I could raise five dollars. for that 
costly and beautiful book.’’ A few months 
pass on and he gets the value of that book for 
fifty cents ina pamphlet. There never was 
such a day for the workingmen of American 
as the day that is coming. s 

But the greatest friend of capitalist and 
toiler, and the one who will yet bring them 
together in complete accord, was born one 
Christmas night while the curtains of heaven 
swung, stirred by the wings angelic. Owner 
of all things—all the continents, all worlds, 
and all the islands of light. Capitalists of 
immensity, crossing over to our condition. 
Coming into our world not by gate of palace, 
but by door ofbarn.

‘This encampment is the result of the act 
by the last legislature appropriating 
"96,500 to pay the expenses of the annual en-

r lieu of the ration, which is inconvenient 
this year becatise the commissary department 
fsnot organized, the advisory board has de- 
cided to pay the captain of each company 60 
centsa day foreach man. This is double the 
money value of the United States army 
gation,and upon it the men can live bountifully 
gndera mess arragement. Many companies will 
gupplement this allowance from their own 
treasuries. The Columbus Guards, for in- 
stance, Will increase their sixty cents to 4 dol- 
Jar, on Which they will live right royaily. 
Captain S. P. Gilbert, of the Columbus 
Guards, was in the city Saturday on his way 
home from Augusta, where he attended the 
recent meeting of the advisory board. 
“Augusta is enthusiastic over the encamp- 
ment,” said he, ‘‘the military companies there 
have raised $3,000 and turned it over to 
the advisory board to supplement the appro- 


jation. 
The $6,500 appropriated by the state would 
not suffice for an encampment of all the troops. 
There are tifty-five infantry companies, cleven 
of cavalry and two of artillery. Of these 
about thirty have entered for the encampment. 
“For this number the appropriation will suffice. 
“Strange to say, no Atlanta or Macon com- 
ies have entered. The list has closed and 
there is now no chance toenter. The advisory 
board thinks of requiring all the companies of 
the state to go into camp naxt year, Hf the ap- 
propriation is sufficient. If thestate makes 
‘the apyropriation for the militia it is but just 
that they should go into camp, submit to rigid 
discipline and fit themselves for actual service 


~ in an emergency.” 


“What discipline does the advisory board 
propose to develop the hardy qualities looked 
to by the Jegis!ature ?”’ 

“The actual life in camp under military dis- 
cipline, the habit the men will form in taking 
care of themselves while in service, and the 
habit of drilling in regiments and battalion. 
Picretofore they have known nothing of regi- 
mental drills. They have paid attention to 
fancy company movements instead and 
have looked to perfection in the mi- 
mutie rather than toforming a part of a 
regiment or battalion. 

“‘The New York troops are accustomed tothe 
regimental movement. In Alabama they 
have annually three regimental encampments, 
each of which has as many men as our first 
annual encampment. The state there not only 
furnishes camp equipage, transportation and 
the daily ration, but pays the men $1 per diem 
in addition, and the officers $2 per diem. That 
just about pays the expenses of the trip. 

“In Florida there are alternately state and 
regiment encampments. They have two regi- 
ments which are better provided for than the 
volunteer soldiers of any southern state. The 
railroads of that state, recognizing the fact 
that the soldiers protect their property, trans- 
port them free of charge. 

‘“‘North Carolina is far ahead of us and has 
the finest discipline in the south. They re- 
cently have cut down their militia one-half, 
weeding out every company that was not up to 
a high standard of military excellence. 

‘In thecamp at Augusta, arigid military dis- 
cipline will be maintained. Theservice will be 
simple, however, and no unnecessary hardship 
wil] be put upon the men. 

‘“‘We have two army-officers detailed as in- 

ectors and instructors, Lieutenant C. P. 

erret, of the Eigthteenth United States 
infantry, stationed at Augusta, and one ofticer 
at Fort McPherson, to be selected by the com- 
mandant of that post. 

“We have also arranged forthe Fourth 
artillery band to furnish music for the week. 

“Colonel George A. Mercer, of the. First 
Georgia regiment of infantry, will be in com- 
mand of the camp, and has been re- 
quested by the advisory board to 
make ont a programme and promulgate 
it in general orders to be issued soon. 

“The transportation and other arrangements 
are good. The Georgia road will deliver men 
and baggage at the exposition groundg, and 
water-pipos will he run out there, so there will 
be plenty of fresh water. The camp will be 
illuminated by-electric lights, and everything 
the troops want will be delivered by the city 
merchants without extra charge. 

“To provide for those companies which may 
not be supplied with cooking utensils, the 
advisory board has arranged with a caterer to 
run a restaurant at the camp. 

“The troops will be received by Governor 
Gordon. Governor Richardson, of South Caro- 
lina, is also expected. I came away from 
Augusta enthusiastic about the encampment, 
SS ay’ ee: lee ee by 
far the finest ever held in the state.’’.
